IIA VAN A (UPI) — The 
government announced Io­ 
din it had smashed an air­ 
borne 
invasion

Dominican Republic in cen­ 
tral Cuba. It said the fight­ 
ing was led personally by 
Premier Fidel Castro. 


The announcement said the final 
bleu to the attem pted invasion 
came Thursday night when the 
Castro-led forces captured a Do­ 
minican C46 transport plane which 
had flown in with another 
,hip- 
ment of arm s and munitions for 
the invading forces. 


Four men were killed in the 
fight for the plane outside the city 
of Trinidad — two counter-revolu­ 
tionaries and two mem bers of the 
government forces. 


Ten Persons Aboard 
The government announcement 
said the plane was piloted by for­ 
m er Lt. Col. Antonio. Soto. It said 
Soto and a former Copt. Betan­ 
court were among 6 of the IO oc­

Seeondh. the fact that tilt' Soviet Union ,s cu r­ 
rently placing a great em phasis on housing This 
was graphically illustrated during N ice President 
Richard Nixon's trip to Russia. 
The \ ice president said that evenvhere he went 
he was particular!) im pressed by tile m any, m any 
housing projects which w ere under construction. 


Thirdly, making the statement was a high of­ 
ficial from the Sov iet Foreign offic e, picked to dis­ 
play the achievements of the Russian people, who 
w a s admit! ug his ignorance of one of the ini|M>r- 
fant p h a s e s of American life. 


I'he Soviet official who m ade the adm ission is 
Ivan Barbanoe, deputy director who was in charge 
of the Exhibition during its w aning hours while 
Director Genera! Alex Manzhulo w as iii .Mexico 
negotiating for the possible display of the show 
th ere. 
The exhibition closed in New York on Monday. 
Dan Barbaroe is a stocky man, about ,V 7”, 
in his 30’s. and has a pleasant, intelligent face. 
His smile was ready and w arm . 
Ile looks “ typically R ussian.” 
Clearly, his m an n er — com fortable. easy tact, 
dignity and polish — reflected his m a n y ygars of 
diplom atic training and service in the Soviet F o r­ 
eign Office. 


His only broad grin flashed as a reply to the 
following: 


• "Sir. it seem s awkward to appmach you in the 
spirit of friendship, to talk with you, and to have 
a frank discussion in view of The Cold War.” 


“We’re from Levittown. It was named after 
tin' man who is the biggest and most famous build­ 
er of private homes iii the I lilted 
States,

“Levin. I never heard of him,” Barbanoe re­ 
plied.
